United States GoDSUl Bcports on Boer 
Prisoners— The Seized Flour. 

Wanliington, May 9.— Tho dcpnrtiuont 
of .statL" is in receipt of a despatch from 
till! coiiHul-gencnil of tJio UuiteJ Staton 
at Capetown, dated April 7, wlicroiu ho 
states tliut ho had visited the Boer 
Iiri.souors in camp and on board the 
transports at Simons Bay, at tlie mili- 
tary prison at Capetown, and in camp at 
Green Point. Mr. Stowe visited Uen. 
Cionje, who at tlie time was on board 
the Uagship at Simons Bay, occupying 
tho adniirni's quarters. Gen. Cronje ex- 
pressed n wit.h to Keo Mr. Stowe, and 
declared hims(df well sntisliod with hi.s 
(lunrter.s and treatment. Mr. Stowe re- 
marks that he talked freely with tJie 
otlier prisoners, and tlio universal state- 
ment was that they were well treated. 
Tliey were furnislied by the British 
autlioritics with clothes, hats and boots, 
liad good ,sea batliing, and tlio rations of 
u Britisli soldier; bat as tliey have so 
many friends and relations in the colony, 
whijh the British iiLisoners at Pretoria 
lack, tliey becaine recipients of many 
presents of what may lie called luxuries 
in a prisoner'.s life. Owing to tlie con- 
ditions existing and the fact tliat St 
Helena furnishes climate conducive, of 
health and more suitable iniurters, the 
military authorities had deemed it bopt 
to for\vard dlioiit 1,500-priBohera 'to thttt 
island.

He Does Not Speak to Alarm 
But to Counsel Watch- 
fulness. 



The Spirit of Voluntary Service 
Must Be Fostered and 
Propagated. 



London, May 9.— The annual grand 
habitation of the I'riinrose League was 
held in .;Vlbert Ilall this afternoon. 

Lord Salisbury, wlio presided, coin- 
nieiited on the remarkable change which 
had taken place in the latter half of the 
century in the viev of tho people re- 
garding tlie Bmpire. They had formerly 
repelled it as a burden, and that doctrine 
had been carried to such extremes by a 
man of splendid genius, Gladstone, that 
it liud produced a strong reaction which 
started after the disaster of Jlajiiba Hill 
and the death of Gou. Gordon. The 
death of tJordoii lii;d been avenged. 
I'erlmps it was too soon to say the great 
liiiiiiiliatioii of Majnba Hill had been 
elTiiced or that tlie great wrong had 
been righted, but bo felt tlloy were oil 
tlie road to ftOOOlviplisli tliiit thing. 
Uliiler tlie brilliant guidance of Lord 
Itoberts, 'J(X),()00 soldiers, n larger army 
tliaii had ever before been sent across 
the same expanse of sea, were now en- 
gaged in retlueiiig to obedience to the 
Queen tliose territories which ought 
never to have hcoa released, and to re- 
storing to South Africa the only chance 
it has of peace, development and tran- 
quility. 

The Premier referred tci the ditllcnlt 
nnd intricate Irish problem, niid said: 
" Mr. Gladstone, in an evil moment for 
tlie fame of tlie countr.v and for his 
party, attached hinisoif to the idea of the 
separation of England and Iridand. 
There ha.s been n long struggle, but 110 
one can sny tli(> Home Ilule cause pre- 
sents any elements of snnguine anticipa- 
tion for the future. It might be said 
that tlie Irish idea would bo realized and 
tluit Mr. Gladstone's aspirations would 
be fuiailod. But I do not believe ti'.nt 
the caiiRos wliieli have once been well 
beaten have re-nppeared to any purpose 
in Eiiglisli history. Apart, however, 
from tho fati' of former Mtruggles, I ain 
still assured that tliere is no hope of the 
predominant iiartaer ever consenting to 
give Ireland practical independence. 

" We have learned something from 
t!ie South African war, how a disloyal 
government, in spite of warnings, ;<iionld 
aconmnlate munitions and thus secure a 
terrible advantage against the most 
powerful combatant. AYe now know 
better than we did ten years ago what a 
rocI< it would lie it a government, dis- 
loyal in Iridand, liad tlie power of the 
aeeuniulatioii of forces against this 
country. Mr. Gladstone sliattered liis 
own party so tliat for tho moment tlii'y 
are erased and a powerless factor in 
Knglish polities, but it must not bo 
imagined tliat the effnccmcnt is likely to 
be peniiiinoiit. 

"llereaftcr external niTairs ^vill occiiiiy 
a oonsiilerably larger idncc among the 
problems we liavc to solve. X.>1 neces- 
sarily because in tlicmselves they are 
more important, lint if we look around 
we can see tho eleiiicnts and causes of 
menace and peril slowly nccnniulat ing, 
and the.y may neeiimulate to sucli a 
point as to require our earnest and 
most active efforts to repel lliem. 

" I am nervous at using language of 
such a kind lest it should be thought 1 
am indicating that soiuethiiig is kiinwn 
to the foreign oftlcp. hy pointing out tliis 
possible danger. But I wish most em- 
phatically to sny I have no idea of that 
kind. Tlie state of affairs as I know it, 
and so far as the govorniiient is eoii- 
ceriied, is jieacefiil. It is impossible to 
siieak loo highly of the careful, calm 
iKHitrality which has been observed by 
,ill governments of the world." 

The Premier's remarks were gre(ded 
witli loud cheers. Continuing, Lord 
Salisbury said: 

" A certain section— not, I hope, a very 
large, tlinngh a very noisy 011^ — has at 
the present moment n great iirejiidice 
against tliis country. It does not, how- 
ever, follow tliat we have no precau- 
tions to take. Govcrnnients may come 
aiid gn, nnd feelings may change from 
year to year. Tliat root of bitterness 
against lOnghiiid, which I am unable to 
explain, iiia.v be mere caprice to satisfy 
the exigencies of journalists to-day, or 
may indicate a deop-seated feeling wliioh 
later we may have to reckon with. 
There enn be no security nor eontidenco 
in the feelings or sympathy of other 
nations except tlirough tho ofllciency of 
their own defence or tlie strength of 
their own right arm. Everywhere the 
power of defence is increasing, and who 
knows but nil tlieso things may be united 
in one great wnv'o to dash upon our 
shores? In every case in Iiistory the 
great maritime power lias been para- 
lyzed, killed, not by disasters suffered in 
its provinces, but by a blow directed at 
tho lieart. Tlie British navy, of course, 
ouglit to be suflleiont. but are we wise in 
placing oil our eggs in one basket'.' 

"As to land defence, so far ns I can 
see, anything in thi! nature of conscrip- 
tion is not a remedy the countr.v is pre- 
pared to adopt. Tlierefore wo must in- 
duce the people to vobintariiy jnit lliem- 
sidves in a position to defend tlieir homes 
and country. The Primrose Loagui? can 
do niiieh to foster tlio creation of rille 
elulis. If once tlie folding could be pro- 
migated tliaf: it is the duty of every aide- 
bodied Englishman to, mal^e ; himstrlC 
competent to meet' on .inVading Senemj',' 
we would have; a defensive fdrec which 
wotild. make the iCbnnces of lin .nssailhnt 
so bad that no. nssailnnt would, appear." 

After n resolution nrgirig British sub- 
jects to prepare in times of peace so- a.s 
to be ready to play their part in time of 
IiHperial einorgoncy, had carried by 
acclamation, the meeting adjourned.

Winnipeg, May 'j.— Messrs. G. H. 
liaise, Oburles A. Kennedy and Camp- 
bell Bartlott, commissioners appointed 

by the Macdoiiald government to enquire 
into the linnncial cuiiiiitioii of the prov- 
ince, reported to the legislature to-day. 
Their findings iu brief are as follows: 

Tlie statement prepared by the treas- 
ury department as to the financial posi- 
tion of the province as at January IC. 
1898, they liud to bo incorrect and mis- 
loading, and it was not full aud com- 
plete, and was evidently signed by tho 
auditor ^Yithout making suflleiont investi- 
gation. 

Tliey find the umonnt duo to the Im- 
perial Bank of Uauada fur overdraft on 
general account to be .'>T(J,03(J.77; the 
amount of trust fiiiids used for general 
purposes, .^lo,-lS5.70; and the amount of 
unpaid liabilities ."floCtJlo.tiS. The em- 
ployees of the govoriiiiieut entrusted 
with the handling of the public funds 
have not been reipiired to furnish bonds. 
The securities for investiiiciits made liy 
the govorniiient have not been keiit in 
joint custoily. Certain triiiisactions ap- 
pear to have been irregular in tlie treas- 
ury depiirtment. It has boon the custom 
to withdraw the balance of tlie educa- 
tional grant at the end of the liscal year, 
in order to prevent it from lapsing, and 
to place it to the credit of one or more 
ministers, instead of applying it in the 
regular way for a ro-vote, 

A direct liability Was incurred in coii- 
iiecfioii witii drainage district No. 1, and 
no record was kept in tlio department of 
tlioni. I'ayineiits were made to a con- 
tractor out of tills loan without the sig- 
nature of tlie auditor, and before vouch- 
ers had been passed by hiiu. This lia- 
bility was subsequently satisfied. 

Itailway deboiitures for large amounts 
were giiarniitocd and handed over to 
agents of contractors without authority 
of an ordor-iii-eouncil. 

.Vi countablo vouchors were passed by 
the auditor for various purposes, ij- 
though no • authority by statute existed 
for the Siime, except in the case of pro- 
gressive estimiites. and in a number of 
instances sttuioiuons accounting for 
same nvi- not forthcoming. No proper 
iiiiilit has boon iimdc <d' receiiits of 
nnuie.vs to see tliat al! are entered in the 
cash books of tlie sever.al departments. 

The nianageiiient of tlu' iiublic wcu'lcs 
department appears to have boon ciui- 
dueted in an uiibusii. ess-like manner and 
without due regard to the public inter- 
est, as is instanced in overpayment of a 
large amount to a contractor, and later, 
when the reconimendatioii was made to 
refund the nmouiit held as security for 
the work, llii' contractor being at the 
timi! largely indebted to the province, a 
voiielier was issued U>t r.ii adviUH'O on 
the contractor's plan anioiiiiting tn 
.f20,000, on the Sth day of August, 1898, 
although the contract was not sigiusl 
until tlie 22iid 01' the same month, and 
The order-in-coiincil accepting tlie tender 
was not passed until Octolier 1, 1898. 

The commissioners submit a financial 
statement of liabilities and assets for 
(he year ending December 31. 1899, 
showing nn alleged deficit in casli nnd 
sundry accounts of ?2-18,138.'15.

It Is Believed That Roberts Has 
Issued the Proclama- 
Won Already. 

And Will Vigorously Enforce 
Supremacy Over Conquered 
Territory. 



Canadians Take Part In 
Lively Fight at Zand 
River. 



Capetown. May 0.— It is believed here 
that on the arrival of the British at the 

\ aal river a proclamation was issued' 
annexing the Orange Free State to the 
dominion of tlie Queen, and demonstrat- 
ing the determination of Her Majesty's 
forces to enforce supremacy over the 
territory. The British losses at Brand- 
fort are now reported to have been 
much heavier than was at first under- 
stood. After tho battle British patrols 
visited the farm houses in the surround- 
ing districts and all the men were taken 
prisoners, wliile the liorses and guns 
were moved. Lord Roberts is thus 
adopting a sterner policy, "with a view Of 
provent.ing guerilla fighting in the rear 
of the British. Horses are now com- 
mandeered, nnd farm houses. wbere guns 
are found are destroyed, while the men 
are firrested. 

BULLBR ADVANCING. 
Capetown, May 9.— It is reported that 
Gen. Buller is advancing on Biggars- " 
berg, and that the Boers are withdraw- 
ing. 

Snialdeel, Tueeday, May 9.— Yesterday 
Gen. Iliitton attomjited to seize a Boor 
convoy that was leaving the Zand river. 
He advanced towards the river with 
nionnted infantry, including the Can- 
adians. A long line of wagons wa.s 
plainly visible. On becoming aware of 
Gen. Hutton's object the Boers stopped 
their j^etrieat and opened fire with ten 
guns. They seemed in great force and 
threatened Button's flank, ''PrcsMtly 
mounted Boers ' ■ft'ere seen crdssihg " 'the 
dry bod of tho river. Tliey circled to 'the 
right and began to enfilade the Weet 
:\.UBtralianB, wliile many of the British' 
wore hit by Boor shells. The position 
bocame serious. The Boers .sent up re- 
inforcements, placing the Australians in 
danger of being cut oft. Thereupon Gen. 
Ilulton ordered a retirement to Welgel- 
cn, where he had loft his convoy. A. 
portion of the forces advanced and en- 
gaged the Boers, to cover their retiro- 
iiient, wJiicli was succotssfully accom- 
plisheil. Tlie Boors continued to shell 
I lie retiring troops, but showed no desire 
to press the attack further. 

Meanwhile the Boer trains stcuiicd 
away northward, blowing up tho culverts 
IS they went. 

Ivoiidon, May 10.— A despatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from .Snialdeel, dated 
ruet^ilay.

Mr. Gosolien Siiys They Are Better Than 
the Froiieh Artillery. 

London, May 9. — At the banquet of 
the Iron anil Steel Institute given this 
evening at tho Hotel Cecil, Sir W. C. 
Robertri Austen, presiding, ftlr. George J. 
Gasdien, lirst lord of the admiralty, 
responding to the toa.st, "Army and 
Navy," said the government fully recog- 
nized that the finer the troops sent out 
to battle for the country, the greater was 
the obligation to provide for them the 
best means of succciis. Therefore, he 
eontiiiued, they had not forgotten and 
must not forget, the manufacturers of 
armor plate and of implements of war 
and tlie other scientists whom they had 
pressed into tho ranks to aid in solving 
the terrible problem tlioy had to face. 
"We Inive adiniraiile conipetitoi's," he 
said, "in llerr Ivrupp, and in the works 
at Le Crnsot and in tlie United States, 
but we iiiiiy rely upon the inventive geni- 
us and the pertiimcy (if English manu- 
facturers and scientists to secure rwults 
which arc- so valiialile to the Britisll 
Empire." 

-Mr. Goscheii emphatically denied the 
stiilenients made in the Freneli chamber 
of dcputieri regarding the (lUtilily and pro- 
pelling jiower of liritisli guns, declaring 
that these' would hit harder tind hail 
greater buivting pmver than the Freneli.

President KruBor, al'ti^r liis inniiiil 
speech on Monday said tlio Brilish weru 
prepared for war in 18'JU, as doL'unioats 
which the biirKbt-rs had ciipliiioil 
showed, but that the Transvaal, to avoid 
bloodshed, offered a sovimi years' fran- 
chise. "Groat Britain still (li'maiKlcd 
war," he declared, "and the Itopalilic at 
length acoepted the clialleiiKe. Kven 
should the British enter the Transvaal 
and take Pretoria, the Boors will still 
remain a free people. Our trust is in 
GotI, and wo may be coufideul tliat IIo 
will defeat the most powerful geaerals." 

United States Consul Hay at Pretoria 
%vas present when this speech was do 
livered. A despatch credited to a semi 
oflioial source in Pretoria says: '• Tlu 
republican powers have delivered a cul 
loctivo note to President Kruger, ia 
forming him that they will hold him per 
sonally responsible for tlio safety of the 
mines, and they will support Huglaud in 
enforcing compensation in the event of 
their destruction." 

I>ondoii. May 10--(3:4r) a. m.)— A do 
spatcli to the Tiiacs from Siaalileel 
dated Tuesday, May S, says: "Lord 
Itoberts has halted hero to complete tlie 
railway and to allow time for the cavalry 
now retiring from Thaba N'clui to tal;

Then, with an eiigeiiious illustralion of 
the steps in tlie social ladder that are in- 
vahiabie to the play or oporti writer, 
tliere is an ' ambitious ami cOQColted 
.vonng villager who wooes the fiivorit of 
llie young count for tlie sake of her inu- 
tile very empliasis of her unsuitabilily 
for the more aristocratic lover. To round 
out the stor.v there enter into its compli- 
cations ii village maiden fair, who is in 
I love with Grivolin (the hotel-hunting 
lover), and sees him in aboui his own 
high valuation of his attractiveness- 
ami Madame the Maniuise's most <li'- 
voted and obliging admirer, I''outelard, 
the steward, the comedy-maker par ex- 
cellence of the little play.

Uo does not move about in aulomatic 
angularities; his waist-circling, his im- 
passioned pleading, even tin; climacteric 
kis.sing, conibi 1 with praiseworthy de- 
votion to the lessons of ridieai-sal." • In 
a long comic-oi.era experience, Mr. Kent 
has always shown himself one of the 
steadfast, most reliable and effective of 
local singing actors. It has remained for 
the present opera, however, to introduce 
bini as an expert and adept in love-mak- 
ing—an object lesson to the young men 
who sit in front of the beautiful possibil- 
it ies of the game in its most perfect and 
high-art development. 

Mr. Moxon's Grivolin is a more dis- 
tasteful person to become, and it is to 
the credit of this gentleman that ho im- 
bues the part with the full spirit of con- 
ceited coxcombry that is its essential. 
The music is a trifle high for a bass, yet 
Jlr. Moson attacks it bravely, and gives 
very good satisfaction as singer as well 
as actor. The old gamekeeper of Mr. 
Allan is a well studied bit of character 
acting, and Mr. Ross Monro as Bclzaur 
does an active and direct small part- 
while at the same time intrioducing the 
famous "Old Grey Mule" song, oae of 
the present' hits of the Bast, and sing- 
ing it spleiididly. 

Of the ladies, Miss Stoddard ns 
Marion unquestionably wins her' own 
position - as. "the.'stttr;^: ShoVshows a 
charming unconsciousness' of -alt savti the 
requirements of the part,Mo6kis dainty 
and chic and charming; "lind sings jvith 
sympathy and animation. '-^Her double 
encore was the most enthusiastic ond. 
spontaneous expression of house appro- 
bation during all hist evening, although 
Miss Edytha Carter (Rosette) also won 
golden appreciation by her winsonio 
ways and voice. Mrs. Kent plays 
Madame the Marquise, again affording 
evidence of her skill in analysis and 
interpretation of character parts. The 
aristocratic arrogance, the ambitious 
pride of the haughty mistress, .of the 
chateau, the confidential dependence for 
corroboration upon' Foutclard— each was 



well worked out. the Marquise on the 
whole being a most successfully sus- 
tained character sketch.

THE WAK. 

If it is correct that the Froo State 
capital has bet'u roraovod to Heilbron, 
the Boors can hardly inl'.'nd to make 
much resistiiiu-o at Kmoustad. Iloilbrou 
iti 50 miles northeast of Kroonstad, It 
irt oir the mahi line of railway to Pre- 
toria, but has 11 branch line, Avhieh unites 
•with the main liuo very near the Vital 
riror. 

A despatch says tliat the Boers liave 
de.scrteil both Ladybranil and I'^rioks- 
ihurs in a panic for tear tliat our trooiis 
will take possession of Sonokal, and thus 
■cut off tlioir retreat to the main body of 
their army. Tliere woiiUI aiii>oar to ho 
.some fouinlatiiiii for tills fear, for Ham- 
ilton at Winhurs Ava.s nearer Seuekal 
tlian tiro enemy were at either of the 
lioiuts above named. French haviu;-: 
reached Sinahlccl, I.or.l Itolu'rtri is in a 
liosiiiou to movi' a portion of liis fori.-e 
to the rijjht and oecniij' not only .Senekal, 
but all the i-iiuitrr us far as Van Keen- 
an's I'ass, where he will he in touch Avith 
BuUer. It is said that BuUor has besun 
a movement, but it is not towards tlie 
Pass, hut across tlie Bipgarsborg range 
iind touiird.s r..,iing"s Nok; but tliis miiy 
only he intended to free the vicinity of 
the Pass from the enemy's forces. 

If It is correct that a relief force 
destined for Mafekiiig was at Tauugs 
two (lays ago, it must 1U)W be well on the 
way to Vryburg, and the relief of Mafo- 
kiug must be measurably near. 

The report that the Boers are retirins 
(from the Zand river and may not make 
a stand south of the N'aal, taken in con- 
nection with the reported disaffection of 
the I'ree Staters, leaves room for doubt 
if tlie latter will agree to cross the A'aal 
in. any considerable numbens. Unless 
som.e unforeseen obstacle preseuts itself, 
the I''re<! State will be completely in our 
iiauds in the course of a few days, and it 
is hardly likely that its people will 
abandon it and figlit the battles of the 
Transvoai, when they have only to re- 
turn home, surrender their ams and 
keep the peace to bo free from all fur- 
ther trouble. 



THE CHIFiF ISSUE. 

While the immediate object of the 
present political campaign is the over- 
throw of Mr. Martin, the great issue in- 
volved is the restoration of the principle 
o£ Itesponsilile (lovrrnnient lo British 
Columbia. When this has been restored 
it will be a comparatively easy matter 
to secure such legislative reforms as the 
needs of the province call for. 

For nearly two years this province has 
not been under responsible government. 
This British institution was overthrown 
by Lieutenant-Governor .Melnues when 
he dismissed the Turner ministry. The 
many departures fr(jm the principles of 
ministerial responsihilily and parlia- 
mentary control, that have occurred 
since that date, arc traceable directly to 
the arbitrary exercise of power by the 
Lieutcnnut-Governor on that occasion. 
I.ieutenant-Govcriior JIcTnnes entirely 
misconceives the nature of his olhco. 
ills niislnki' is ilnnlillcss an honest one. 
He believes, no doubt, that he has the 
right lo do v.'hulever he has the power 
to do; but he is wrong. Tlie preroga- 
tive does not extend to the ut.ino^t;limit 
of arbitrary authority, wfiick^ilie crown 
or its representative may choose to take 
the risk of c.vercising. A "just medium." 
which has boon defined by numerous 
precedents, is the line that ought' to be 
followed. The prerogative must bo 
exercised with due regard to establislied 
lircccdent. 

The serious fact about the Lieutenant- 
Governor's disregard of the lixed prin- 
ciples of representative responiiible gov- 
ernment is his evident, belief that lie is 
right in what he baa done. He appar- 
ently believes that he is quite justified in 
disregarding the will of the |)eoplo con- 
stitutionnlly expressed, to select men 
for advisers who notoriously lack the 
confidence of the public, to authorize the 
appropriation of money without legisla- 
. five sanction, to permit minister? to take 
odlce, exercise the executive powers 
in the otiice, draw tlio salaries, advise as 
to liis oourise of action, and then retire 



from hi.i counsels without at any time 
having gone before the public for eleo- 
tion. lie disregarded the will of the 
people constitutionally expressed when 
ho dismissed Mr. Turner from the pre- 
miership and called upon Mr. Beaven, a 
gentleman who had just boon defeated 
at the polls. Here was a ease in which 
a minister chosim by a constituency was 
set aside by the Lieutenant-tJovernor, 
and another, who had been rejected by 
the same constituency, was selected in 
his iilaee. His choice of Mr. JIartiii for 
the premiership was that of a gentleman 
who notoriously lacked the confidence of 
the public, as the repres9ntntirc8 of the 
people immediately took occasion to de- 
clare. He has authorized the issue of 
special warrants for ordinary expendi- 
tures uiuni works which have been under 
the consideration of the legislature, 
which is a direct employment of public 
money without legislative sanction. He 
has permitted ministers to remain in 
otllce for several months without appeal- 
ing to a constitueticy for endorsement, 
and in the ease of Mr. Ilyder allowed a 
minister lo act for a month and then 
retire, although he never hold a repre- 
sentative position oi any kind iu the 
province. We draw «peeial attention t« 
the case of Mr. liyih'r, for lui important 
principle is involved in it. 

.V fuiK.'amental um.xini of uiii* institu- 
tions is that •'the King can do no 
wrong," and the meaning of the maxim 
is that the acts of the crown are assumed 
to bo done on the advice of ministers 
directly ri>spoiisible to the people. It is 
perfectly idle to claim that Mr. Ityder 
was at any time responsible' to the 
people, or that any such responsibility 
has yet attached to any of Mr. Martin's 
other colleagues. Probably in the course 
of a month these ministers will appeal to 
the peopli> fur ratification o^' their 
cotirso in accepting otllce, but niiy one or 
all of them may be forced by political 
exigencies to retire, as Mr. Ryder was. 
It is oven now alleged that Mr. Bcebe is 
to be asked to make way for some one 
else who has some chance of being 
elected. But we will confine ourselves 
to the case of Mr. Ryder. That gentle- 
man was made flnance minister, and in 
that capa(Mty for the period ot one 
month was an adviser ot the Lieuteunnt- 
tiovenior. Then his tenure of otiice 
came to an end. and ho retired into the 
obscurity from which ho omergetr U'liat 
happened in the case of Mr. Ryder may 
happen in the case of any and nil the 
ministers, even in that of tlu> I'reniier 
himself. The probability of its happen- 
ing has nothing to do with the principle 
involved. That it has happened in one 
case establishes a precedent wlijch, if 
endorsed, by the popular vote, may be 
followed In another case and to a much 
greater degree. Once let the people say 
that an adviser of tlie Lieutonant-Govcr- 
nor may act as such for a month and 
then cease to be his adviser, having at 
no time asked public endorsation of the 
Lieutenant-Governor's choice, and the 
I..ieutenant-Govornor, it he so chooses, 
may at any time dismiss ministers hav- 
ing the confidence ot the people, fill their 
places with their own creatures, and 
after they have served his purposes, dis- 
miss them. What else is such a state 
of tilings than personal government, pure 
nnd simple, such as the I'resiileat of the 
United States or the Czar ot Russia 
exercises in tlie choice of ministers? 

Let us suppose that Mr. Martin should 
decide on the night of .Tunc 8 to retire 
from otiice, who will be responsible for 
the lulministralioii of affairs since the 
prorogation of the hoiiseV Xot -Mr. 
Martin, for he will have escaped respon- 
sibility by resigning. The only person 
who can be called to account in such an 
event is tlie Lieutenant-Governor; but 
if the Lieutenant-troveriior is held per- 
sonally responsible for administrative 
acts, lliere is no longer ministerial re- 
sponsibility. But some may ask: Is 
there any way of avoiding such a condi- 
tion of things, that is, if a minister may 
not resign his otllce aft(>r having -"xer- 
I'ised it only foi- a brief period and be- 
fore an aiipeal could be made lo the 
people, even it the utmost celerity were 
employed? .\s we have pointed out iu 
previous articles, allowance must al- 
ways be made for lapse of time and the 
iuipossibilily of doing two acts simul- 
taneously in many cases. But coiistilu- 
tioniil practici? reduces to a minimum 
the probability that a minister, 
not responsible to the people, 
will exercise the functions of his 
oillce, by re(iuiriug that as soon as a 
l)reiiiier takes office, he shall appeal to 
a constituency for the ratification of his 
action in necepfiiig it. Mr. Martin 
was a member for N'ancnuvcr when he 
was made Premier. On liiis acci'ijiance 
of ofllce his seal in the legislature became 
vacant, and it was his coiisl it ul iimal 
duty to have apiiealed to the iieople of 
"N'aneouvcr for re-ulectiou os soon us the 
necessary formalities could have been 
gone through. If he had been elected, 
his a(.'ce|)tance of otllce would have been 
confirmed by the proper tribuniil. Or ho 
might have advised the immediate dis- 
solution of the hotiHo and the bringins 
on of a general election iiistnnter. If 
he liad laken the former course he 
would have been con.stitutionalIy in a 
position to advise the Lieuteuaut-Gdv- 
ernor to delay the elections until after 
the May revi.sion. He would have been 
in a position constitutionally to advise 
the rJeutenant-Governor as to the choice 
of other ministers ami the time wlieii 
thev should appeal for election. But as 
lie took neither one course nor the other, 
he has' from the outset been an uncon- 
stitutional minister, and the affairs ot 
the iirovince have been managed nmdei' 
peinonal government, not under responsi- 
ble gorernmeut. , , , . • 

If the course of the liioutennnt-Gov- 
ernor in those things cm be justified, 
then he can be justified in dismissing Mr. 
-Martin, it ,it suita his purpose, by and 



bye and foisting some other minister 
upon the people, who may take the re- 
tiponeibility of advising him to prorogue 
the legislature until ;next:year and can-y 
ou affairs by the Is.sue ot»special war- 
ranls, and this new minister will be un- 
der no obligation to go before Mie piHi- 
ple for election, but may retire like Mr. 
Uyder. Some piM;)ple may reply to this 
that the Ottawa ministry would then 
step iu aud dismiss the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. But the dismissal of a lieutonnnt- 
governur is, like robeliicii, only the last 
resiu-t. Wo pointed this out during the 
di.seussion after Mr. Turner's dismissal, 
when many of our political friends 
clnhned that the remedy lay in an appeal 
to Ottawa. We declined then to recog- 
nize this principle excepl after every 
other constitutional expedient might have 
been exhausted, A great error has been 
made in looking to Ottawa for' relief 
which w;is and is in our own hands. But 
suppose lliat ail !i])p'.'!il is made to Ot- 
tawa and is ii )t IicimUmI; -where do we 
stand. Maiiifctstly with nothing left ns ex- 
ceiir the emiiloymeut of force, . in other 
words, rebellion. • 

We have thus followed the action of 
the Lieuteiituit-( lovernor out to its logi- 
cal conclusion. rsuriialion— rebellion. 
-Vll history ^^llo^\■.s that the latter is the 
conseciuenet' of the former. We have had 
the usnrpatiiui. Shall we be forced to 
rebi.Olion'.' Tile (|iieslioii is not an idle 
one, and it iiossi-sses more Uian a mere 
academic interest. Sir Wilfrid Laiirier 
lias said that if the people endorsi- the 
action of the LieutenMnt-CtovenKU- by re- 
turning tile Martin ministry, he will not 
lie leiiiiivcil from (itlU-e. If he remains 
in otllce, with liir< asserliim of personal 
lirerogalives condoned by lb-.' popular 
voti<, we will be subject to any further 
exercise of personal goverument which 
may suit his fancy. There will be no re- 
dress friiin Ottawa, because the peopl 
will have closed iliat channel lliemsclve.- 
There will be nothing left on the next 
gross abuse of the prerogative except for 
the people to take the law into their own 
bauds. 

■W'c have stated the extreme case, he- 
cause it is only by idacing the extreiiK! 
before the public mind thnt the principle 
involved can be made clear. We can 
avoid the possibility of ever arriving at 
»iuch an extromtty by remembering that 
the chief issue of the pending content in 
the re-establishment of responsiiile gov 
ernnient, and that this can only be done 
by overthrowing the minister who repre- 
sents the encroachment of the proroga 
live upiin the rights of tlie people. When 
this has been done, wc have the word 
of the Pirst Minister of Canada that 
effect will be given to the will of ill 
peoide and tlio Ijientenant-<.;overn(U-, to 
wh»?e mistaken ideas of his rights all 
the present difllculties of the province are 
due, will ho romovwl from otllce. 

We think that we have shown how 
fully the people have in their liandK the 
opportunit.v to restore responsible gov- 
ernment nnd to safeguard it for all time 
t'j come.

This is n matter into which thorcmgh 
investigation ought to be made, and the 
strongest possible representations made 
iu the iiroper quarter. Our advices are 
lo the effect ;liat, it nothing oci'Ui-e to 
interrupt the development of mines in 
Atlin, that part of the province will be 
the scene ot very groat activity this 
year; while if disputes over (.'laiuis are 
to be proloiigeil, it is hardly necf^ssary to 
sa.v iliiit investors will give the district 
a \\i(!e berth. The future of .Vllin conies 
s,. oiosely home to the Inisiutvri people 
of Victoria that we suggest to the board 
of trade the advlsibility of taking the 
matter up without any delay and, hav- 
ing obt.iined all the informalinn avafi- 
able ou the subject, of making such re- 
presentations to the; government- as the 
emergency of the case calls for. The 
time to do this is now, before those por- 
rtoiiH who are now in the city on their 
way to Atlin have. gone away. AVhat is 
needed is a stntenient from those who 
know just what the conditions are.

lic schools during April. It was decided 
to have a general ilag raising on the af- 
ternoon of the 23rd at the various 
Bchools, when the new flags will be lluug 
to the breeze." 

There were present T^u^;tL'o Dr. I^owis 
llall in the nliair, .'Ui'l T.-iistcos Brown, 
Jlrs. Gordon Grunt, Drurj-, Belyea and 
McCnndless. 

Hon. J. H.. Turner notified tlie board 
that )itcssrs. Turner, Beeton & Co. would 
bo jUeapOil to present a llag to one of llio 
public school;;. The offer was accepted 
with thanks. 

Alex. Bobinsou, .superiutcntlent ol' edu- 
cation, asked for the use of. South I'ark 
-eehoul for tlie teachers' examiuatious. 
Granted. 

The use of the same school was asked 
r£ur Thursday, May 10, for uu enter- 
tainment under the auspices of the Band 
of Merey, to whicli the trustees were in- 
vited. Considerable disoussion ensued 
.before this matter was dealt with. Trus- 
tee McCandless objected to the use of 
any of tlM! school buiUlinss except for 
.school purposes. 

Trustee ilrs. Grant spoke in favor ol' 
.tlie work which is being tlouo by tin-

Trustee Belvea, while agreeing tliat 
these lectures" would lie much appreci- 
ated, thought that as the institute was a 
government institution, aid should come 
from the goveriiinent. lie believed the 
time ripe, liowever, tor the board to eon- 
nidor the «juestion of arranging for the 
maintenance of a professional librarj' tor 
the teachers. , , 

The letter was received and filed. 
A. E. McPhillips, Q. 0., addressed n 
oomniunicntlon to the board, saying he 
would be pleased to renew the Sag which 
he had given to the schools at any time 
the same might be worn out, and would 
<'ontinne to do so whenever it was neees- 
sarv. Received with thanks.

The totals of the American shipments have 
not been coiupllcd ns yet, but It Is sufc to 
say the Britishers still hold the lion's 
share. 

Tills was also the case the latter part of 
last year, as Is shown lu the custom house 
statements to the effect that the strictly 
-American exports from Skagway to British 
territory from July 1 to December 31, six 
months aggj-egnted In value STSO.QQQ. Bri- 
tish shipments to the same territory for the 
same period aggregated $1,0 lO.dlll. The 
British outdid tlie .\merlcans by more than 
two to one. Goods mannfaetured In 
foreign lands and sent to liie IInltc<l States 
and exported together wltli Annerlcan goods 
for the same period amounted to $y,7.'W. 
WItli this total considered, the British slilp- 
nunts were nearly twice those of all otliers 
for the six montlis. 

"Jnst let anyoni- who nniy l»r lnterest"d 
take a walk to the wharf when a str'anu'r 
Is In port from British Colnrabla with goods 
for tbe Interior," snW a citizen wlio Is well 
acquainted with the shipments passing 
through the port, "and they will see that 
u large percentage, probably one half the 
goods entered here lu bond are of Ameri- 
can manufacture. 

"They will see among these goods canned 
meats and hams from the east, fruits from 
Oregon and Califoraia, milk from Illinois, 
nnd other staples from Vankec laud. 
I>atles have been paid on .them when cros- 
sing the border Into Canada from the north- 
ern states, and then they become, to all 
Intents and purposii« Caimdlan. It l.s. thus 
the Britishers are doing a thrifty business 
in American goods, while the American 
merchants at Skagway, SeJDttle, Tacoma, 
Portland and other places ciii the const see 
the tnifllc In goods of thtlr own country 
carricii on l>y others. 

"One reasiin why tlie dnlles on the Am tI- 
enn goods golnt' tlirDii^'li to tile inferior 
are pjihl lieh.w by tlie Canadians Is that 
they buy in car load lols iind get reduced 
price.';, and will tlierefore piiy their duti.-.i 
on Chlciigo prices, wiiicli nieans tlie Clil- 
I'ago prlci's plus tlie transportation to tills 
point, and perliaps tlii> protlts that woniil 
g.i to two or more liidivldniils. Thus Vic- 
toria ami Vaiicuiiver nicrcliants liavi. an ad- 
vnntage in handling .\menean made goods 
y<ir the Interior. 

"Skagway has on advantage over the Vic- 
toria and Vancouver mercnants In one re- 
gi'd In catering to the interior trade, and 
that is In filling orders on short notU:<-. 
When there Is an immediate demand for 
nn article, the buyer In the Interior will 
probably make more, ami Unsure himself 
ag..ilnst being anticipated hy n competitor, 
by 'buying there, even though he has to pay 
a little mori.. 

"But, American cities ou the Sound and 
elsewhere below have not even this ad- 
vantage."

Well, I would ask the " workingraen 
to realize what has been proved over and 
over again in the world's history— that 
legislative or Other Interference tending 
unduly to hamper any industry, whetlier 
Willi tlie object of raising woge.s by legal 
enactiiieut or otherwise, or any attack (in 
capital, inevitably stiHes that iiulustry 
and causes the withdrawal of capital to 
other fields of invostmoiit. This is so 
true and bo. well kuowu to students of 
political economy that I am ashamed to 
take up your space by re-stating it. 
Those promises of Mr. Martin and others 
of a millenium where liours, wages :i!ul 
taxation will he regulated to suit the 
"workingman," are all balderdash, mere 
baits to catch the votes of those ignorant 
of the inevitable laws governing these 
matters. The promised millenium mny 
no doubt Inst for a short time, but the 
final result is certain, and all exiicrieiu e 
goes to show that the greatest sufTerer in 
the end is tlic wago-onrner.

Sir: Let mo mention one iihiise of the 
Mongolian quest ion which iloes aiot ap- 
pear to have been noticed by those who 
liavc recently written on the subject. I 
latel.v bad ocension to call at till, liouse 
of a mill workman, who is employed in a 
concern wlierc many Chinese also work. 
I found that the white laborer had saved 
his earnings till he was able to purchase 
tlie house in which he lived, and another 
hous(.' that he rented. In the working- 
mnn's house I saw nn expensive liinno. 
ns well as .1 cabinet organ, and furniture, 
earpels. etc., of superior quiilit.V. "i'his 
man's family liad been educated, well 
clothed and wt'll fed from the earnings 
of the fathe:-. 

Now, what nlunit the Mongolian 
fellow workmcB -of this mnn'/ They hni 
not spent an.v inone.v in the country, 
They had not patronized the piano 
dealer or the furnitiire man, or the dry 
goods house. Evi>r.v dollar, except the 
small amount ppent on food, is sent off to 
China, to be used Oater on for the pur- 
chase of one or mwre heathen wives. 

The white laborer spends his money in 
the province for the direct and indirect 
indvantnge of the piuvince. He and his 
family roinniii in the province nnd con- 
stitute a most desirable class of resi- 
rtvnts. 

The !Mongolinn lives here a short time, 
in tilth and stpialor, tl1.1t he may take as 
nmcli inone.v as possible out of the coun- 
try. Oil Ills return to China lie is an 
(ilijcet lesson aiul a missionnr.y to induce 
i ever increasing iniinbers of his heathen 
eountr.vnien to coiinj over here and 
"spoil " tin? " foreign devils." It is sur- 
I iirising that there should be Christian 
I Iieople in this city who will patronize 
Jloiigdlian dealers because they think 
Ihe.v are thereliy saving a few cents or 
dollar.^;.
